- But Isn't a youngster disillusioned 
soon enough by taxes, governmental 
controls and meddling without trying to 
pry them loose from a fewMuml-camcd 
dollars? 

And those dollars arc hard-earned. If 
proot is Hccded, it's found in the mere 
fact that most fishermen would sooner 
pay the price for bait than dig it thcm- 
aelves.

And if the national minimum wage were 
applied to their efforts, the cost of fish 
bnij; woulcl soar to prohibitive figures.

I hunted and fought for generations with 
the bow and arrow. Perhaps if the In- 
j dians of the Pilgrim's day had been armed 
^vith the modern plastic bow and steel- 
tipped arrows history would have been 
somewhat different. In the end, the early- 
day Indian abandoned his weapons for 
firearms and their longer range. 

Tho boomin^r archery sport is no acci- 
dent today. It's all a matter of personal 
skill that has been eliminated to a large 
degree from the use of firearms. Today's 
rifles equipped with telescope sights and 
using vastly improved ammunition vir- 
tuall y elim inate the necessity for skill. 
"Even a victim of palsy who could'nTiTn" 
age to wedge a rifle against a solid sup- 
port for a few seconds would be able to 
nit a target at almost unbelievable 
ranges.
